GUNMEN 1 BEAT 
POLICEMAN IN 


Woman; Raid Fol- 
lows After Hour. 


West side gunmen frolicked for half 
an hour in the Madison street “bad

The fighting” came as the sequel to 
an all night party in the saloon, said 
by the police-to be a rendezvous’ for’ 
“bad men” of the west side. Several 
shootings, with women, wine, and labor 
troubles as contributing causes, have 
occurred in the “Eagle” during ithe 
last few years. 
Dunlea, with his partner, Patrolman 
Arthut Howden, “looked in” at the 
Eagle shortly after 7 o’clock. Accord- 
ing to Howden, Dunlea lingered while 
he started on for the station alone. 
While Dunlea was pausing inside a 
man dragged the: woman out of the 
place and began to beat her. <A block 
Dufi- 
lea Came out of the front of the saloon 
and made no effort to stop the wom- 
agsailant, but looked up and down 
the street for the source of the two 
shots. 


According to Arthur A. Sinniend.

then went back into the saloon, and 
the man beating the woman dropped 
her and ran balf a block south on 
Wood street and attacked a man who 
appeared tu be fleeing from the Eagle. 
Townsend, a sergeant in the police 
reserve, dropped off a Madison street 
car to investigate. | 
As Townsend diibbsheed the door 
of the saloon, the man who had beaten 
the woman returned, blood streaming 
ftom his shoulder. He rushed into the 
Eagle, obtained a coat, and then, ac- 
companied by five companions, came 
out the side door as Dunlea came out 
the front. 

Starts After Crowd. 
“TI told Dunlea that he ought to 
pinch any fellow who would beat a 
woman like that,” said Townsend last 
night at the Warren avenue station 
“He started after’the six fellows who 
were walking south in Wood street. 
As he came up to them they showed 
fight. Dunlea reached for his gun. 
He drew it out and covered one of the 
bunch. ‘Another fellow jerked out a 
gun and Duniea paid: ‘Don’t shoot,’ 
and dropped his gun to his side. The 
fellow with the gun grabbed it out of

For some years he wielded political 
influence through his ownership of the 
Pall Ma!l Gazette, and the Observer, 
a Sunday paper. The Pall Mall Gazette 
had been a Liberal organ until Mr. 
Astor bought it, with a succession of

Edward Cook. Mr. Astor announced 
his purpose of making the Pall Mall 
Gazette a conservative organ; where- 
upon the editorial staff resigned and 
started the Westminster Gazette, an 
incident which created considerable at- 
tention, as such newspaper changes 
were then almost unknown in Eng- 
land. 

Big Taxes for Britain. - 
The British exchequer will gain an 
important item through the Astor es- 
tate death duties. Such duties on es- 
tates of British subjects of over £1, ,000,- 
000 are 20 per cent, wherever the prop- 
erty is situated. Most British miliion- 
aires provide for insurance kor the 
death duties. 
Viscount Astor leaves a monument 
in London in the building which he 
erected for the offices of the Astor es- 
tate, adjoining the Law Temple build- 
ings on the Thames BNmbankment, 
which architecturally harmonizes with 
the temple and is taken by most pass- 
ersby for part of it. 
Maj. Waldorf Astor, who 
to the viscountcy, is one of the young- 
est among those prominent in the Con- 
servative party’s official group. | 
Mr. Astor was raised to the peerage 
Jan. 1, 1916, assuming the title of 
Baron Astor of Hever Castle. In June, 
1917, he was made viscount. —
